Chief Features of 
New Federa! Re. 
serve Act Here

H® federal reserve act is now a 

part of the law of the land. 

With President Wilson's signa- 

ture to the new Glass-Owen 
currency reform bill the country looks 
forward to the practical working out 
sop The law is in part as fol- 
ws: 

An act to provide for the establish- 
ment of federal reserve banks to fur- 
nish an elastic currency, to afford 
means of redis- 


cial paper, to es- 
tablish a more ef- 
fective super- 
vision of banking 
in the United 
States and for 
other purposes. 
That the short 
title of this act 
shall be the “fed- 
eral reserve act.” 
Sec. 2. As soon @ oma, i 
as Leonor ia P. ; — onan 
sraabhte, the sec- THE PRESIDENT. 
retary of agriculture and the comp- 
troller of the currency, acting as “the 
reserve bank organization committee,” 
shall designate not less than eight nor 
more than twelve cities to be known as 
federal reserve cities, and shall divide 
the continental United States, exclud- 
ing’ Alaska, into districts, each district 
to contain only one of such federal ‘re 
serve cities, 


NAMING RESERVE BANKS. 


To Take Title of Principal City In Re- 
serve District. 

The said committee shall supervise 
the organization in each of the cities 
designated ‘of a federal reserve bank, 
which shall include in its title the 
name of the city in which it is situat- 
ed, as “Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago.” 

Under regulations to be prescribed by 
the organization committee every na- 
tional banking association in the Unit- 
ed States is hereby required and every 
eligible bank in the United States and 
every trust company within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is hereby authorized 
to signify in writing within sixty days 
after the passage of this act its ac- 
ceptance of the terms and provisions 
hereof. 

When the organization committee 
shall have designated the cities in 
which federal reserve banks are to be 
organized and fixed the geographical 
limits of the federal reserve districts 
every national banking association 
within that dfstrict shall be required 
within thirty days after notice from 
the organization committee to sub- 
scribe to the capital stock of such fed- 
eral reserve bank in a sum equal to 6 
per cent of the paid up capital stock 
and surplus of such bank. - 

Any national bank failing to signify 
its acceptance of the terms of this act 
within the sixty days aforesaid shall 
cease to act as a reserve agent upon 
thirty days’ notice to be given within 
the discretion of the said ‘organization 
committee or of the federal reserve 
board, 

Should any national banking associa- 
tion in the United States now organ- 
ized fail within one year after the pas- 
sage of this act to become a member 
bank under the provisions hereinbefore 
stated or fail to comply with any of 
the provisions of this act applicable 
thereto all of the rights, privileges and 
franchises of such association granted 
to it under the national bank act or un- 
der the provisions of this act shall be 
thereby forfeited. 

No individual, copartnership or cor- 
poration other than a member bank 
of its district shall be permitted to 
subscribe for or to hold at any time 
more than $10,000 par value of stock 
in any federal reserve bank. Such 
stock shall be known as public stock 
and may be transferred on the books 
of the federal reserve bank by the 
chairman of the board of directors of 
such bank. 

Should the subscription of stock by 
Banks and the public be inadequate 
the government itself may subscribe 
for stock, Stock not held by member 
Hanks shall be voted by Olasg O direc 
tors only.

The reserve bank shall designate one 
of the directors as manager. ; 

Sec. 4. * * * Upon the filing of * * * 
certificate with the comptroller of the 
currency * * * the said federal re- 
gerve bank shall become a body cor- 
porate and as such and in the name 
designated in such organization cer- 
tificate shall have powexs— 

First.—To adopt and use a corporate 
seal, 

Second.—To have succession for a pe- 
riod of twenty years from its organiza- 
tion unless it is sooner dissolved by an 
act of congress or unless its franchise 
becomes forfeited by some violation of 
law. 

Third.—To make contracts. _ 

Fourth.—To sue and be sued, com- 
plain and defend, in any court of law 
or equity. 

Fifth.—To appoint by its board of 
directors, elected as hereinafter pro- 
vided, such officers as are not other- 
wise provided for in this act, to define 
their duties, require bonds of them afd 
fix the penalty thereof, to dismiss such 
officers or any of them as may be ap- 
pointed by them at pleasure and to ap- 
point others to fill their places. 

Sixth.—To prescribe by its board of 
directors bylaws not inconsistent with 
law regulating the manner in which its’ 
general -business may be conducted 
and the privileges granted to it by law 
may. be exercised and enjoyed. 

Seventh.—To exercise by its board of: 
directors or duly authorized officets or 
agents all powers specifically granted 
by the provisions of this act and such 
incidental powers as shall be necessary 
to carry on the business of banking 
within the limitations, prescribed by 
this act. ‘ 

Kighth.—Upon deposit with the treas- 
urer of the United States of any bobds 
of the United States in the manner 
provided by existing law relating to 
national banks to receive ffom the 
comptroller of the currency circulating 
notes in blank, registered and counter- 
signed as provided by law, equal in 
amount to the par value of the~bonds 
s0 deposited, sucb notes to be issued 
under the same conditions and provi 
sions of law which relate to the issue 
of circulating notes of national banks 
secured by bonds of the United States 
bearing the circulating privilege, ex- 
cept that the issue of such notes shall 
not be limited to the amount of the 
capital stock of such federal reserve 
bank. 

But no federal reserve bank shall 
transact any business except such as 
is incidental and necessarily prelimi 
nary to its organization until it has 
been authorized by the comptroller of 
the currency to commence business un- 
der the provisions of this act.

CLASSES OF DIRECTORS. 


Board of Nine to Control Each Reserve 
: Bank. 

Every federal reserve bank shall be 
conducted under the supervision and 
control of a board of directors. 

Such board of directors shall be se- 
lected as hereihafter specified and shall 
consist Of nine members, holding office 
for three years and divided into three 
classes, designated as Classes A, B 
and C. 

Class A shall consist of three mem- 
bers, who shall be chosen by and be 
representative of the’ stock holding

Declared to Be General Safe- 
guarding of Business 


TELLS PLANS TO GONGRESS 


Would Prohibit Interlocking Direct- 
Crates and Favors Federal Super- 
vision of Railroad Finance—Wants 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law Defined 
and Holding Companieg Prohibited 


“We are now about to write the ad- 
ditional articles of our constitution 
of peace, the peace that is honor and 
freedom and prosperity,” said Presi- 
dent Wilson when he personally laid 
before a joint session of congress the 
fundamental principles of the Demo- 
cratic administration’s program for 
dealing. with trusts and “big busi- 
ness.” : 

The president presented the case, 
he said, “as it lies in the thought of 
the country,” reiterating “that pri- 
vate monopoly is indefensible and in- 
tolerable,” and declaring that con- 
scientious business men throughout 
the nation would not be satisfied until 
practices now deprecated by public 
opinion ag restraints of trade and 
commerce were corrected. 

Besides suggesting the scope of leg- 
islation, the president made a per- 
sonal Appeal for an atmosphere of 
friendliness and co-operation in con- 
gress while handling the problem. 
“The antagonism,” he said, “be- 
tween business and government is 


ing, however, ever since the death of | OVer. We are now about to give ex- 


“pression to the best judgment of 
America to what we know to be the 
business conscience and honor of the 
land. The government and business 
men are ready to meet each other half 
way in a common effort to square 
business methods with both public 
opinion and the law.” 

The president’s plans in a nutshell 
are: . 4 
1. Effectual prohibition of the in- 
terlocking of directorates of great 
corporations—banks, railroads, in- 
dustrial, commercial and public ser- 
vice bodies. : 

2. A law to confer upon the inter- 
state commerce commission the power 
to superintend and regulate the finan- 
cial operations by /which railroads are 
henceforth to be supplied with the 
money they need for their proper de- 
velopment and improved transporta- 
tion facilities. _The president made it 
clear that “the prosperity of the rail- 
roads and the prosperity of the coun- 
try are inseparably connected” in this 
regard. : 

3. Definition of “the many hurtful 
restraints of trade” by explicit legis- 
lation supplementary to the Sherman 
law. 

4. The creation of a commission 
to aid the courts and to act as a clear- 
ing house of information in helping 
business to conform with the law. 

5. Provision of penalties and pun- 

ishments to fall upon individuals re- 
sponsible for unlawful business prac-. 
tices. : 
6. Prohibition of holding com- 
panies and a suggestion that the vot- 
ing power of individuals holding 
shares in numerous corporations 
might be restricted. 

7. Giving to private individuals 
the right to found suits for redress 
on facts and judgments - proven in 
government suits, and providing that 
statute of limitations should run only 
from the date of conclusion of the 
government’s action. 


‘ENFORCEMENT IMPOSSIBLE 


Circuit Court Judge Declares Wiscon- 
sin Eugenic Law Void 
Wisconsin’s eugenic law, providing 
for the issuance of marriage licenses 
only upon a certificate of a clean bill 
of health, including the Wasserman 
test, from a physician, was declared 
unconstitutional by Judge Eschweiler 
of the circuit court at Milwaukee. 
The case will go to the supreme 
court. a 
The law is praised because of its 
movement toward suppression of 
sexual diseases, but is condemned 
because its enforcement is practically 
an impossibility. 


STRIKE AT FALL RIVER 


Folders’ Troubles Force Out Nearly 
Fifteen Hundred Employes 
Nearly 1500 employes of the Ameri- 
can Printing company at Fall River, 
Mass., were made idle by a strike of 
100 folders. The strikers went out a 
week ago for an increase of pay and 
because the president of the union, 

T. F. Cummings, was discharged. 

The mill management claims Cum- 
mings was dismissed because he re- 
fused to obey orders. On the wage 
question the folders ask for a flat 
rate of $18 a week’ for 600 pieces a 
day. They average now $16.61 a 
‘week.

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A MENAGE TO THE MATION 


Principal Stearns Declares Intellec- 
tual Crooks Work More Harm 
Than Uneducated Masses 


Principal Alfred E. Stearns, when 
speaking last Friday evening on 
“Moral and Religious Training for 
Boys,” at a meeting held in the Old 
South Church, Boston, declared that 
the «great menace to this country 
today is not the uneducated masses, 
but clever intellectual crooks that 
mould the masses to their will. 

Mr. Stearns maintained that there 
is a menace in the sort of education 
that many parents demand for their 
boys today, “an education that is 
solely materialistic and commercial in 
its. aim, and leaves moral teaching. 
out of the question.” He said that. 
sort of education is general both in 
the common schools and in the 
higher institutions. , 

e said the education established. 
by the fathers of this. republic aimed. 
first at founding a high moral char- 
acter and, second, at fitting the boy 
for business, but today that is 
changed and now either fads or pure- 


He read a letter he had received 
from a father, who said he did not | 
want his boy to be taught Latin, his- 
tory or grammar, which he regarded 
as studies of no earthly use to the 
boy in business, He wanted the boy 
to study four modern la ges, 
manual training, and possibly, if there 
was time, English literature. 

“A demand for that sort of cur- 
ciculum scattered over the land is a 
menace to the nation,” the speaker 
asserted, : 

“The early promoters of education 
in New England,” the- speaker. con- 
tinued, “held that goodness without 
knowledge is feeble, and that ~ is 
Proved today in too many cases by 
empty pews in church, which the min- 
isters are too feeble to fill, There is 
often not enough brains in the pulpit, 
where good men preach, to.make the 


‘people listen and think. 


“The old idea that character was 
the most important thing in education 
is not heard much of today. Instead 
of the idea of educating both. the 


-| mind and the soul, we find in modern 


curriculums and in speeches of the 
founders of great modern schools, all 
the emphasis placed on the brain, the 


intellect and the making of business 
men, e tas 

“A business man ought to have 
character and soul as an education 
and not have character and soul 
squeezed out: of him in the process 
of education. The educational ideal 
that has character as its ‘first object 
is the only safe one, placing the man 
above the business man, character 
above practical efficiency,” 

The speaker regretted the disap- 
pearance of the old-fashioned home 
which should be the place for the 
moral and religious training of the 
young. hts a 
“With. that training gone,” he said; 


“naturally it. i re and. -dif- 
fiealt ee iss children tage cinoma 
another method of moral and te. 
ligious training is lost. As for the 
schools, all- religious training is abol- 
ished there, the Bible can’t be read 
there and all sorts of fads and fancies 
in ethical culture take the place of 
the old-fashioned training,” 

A high tribute was paid by the 
speaker to the Y. M. é. A., for its 
work among boys and students, ‘He 
said it is doing much for’an increas- 
ing interest in religious life and work, 


in fact, more than any other agency 
today.

Scores of great men have written 
about Scotland’s ploughman p and 
today, after he has been Fea 
sleeping sound! 

“By the bracken bush 

Beside the bonnie brier” 
in the Auld Kirk yard of Dumfries, 
his songs and poems are as fresh as 
the “Opening gowan wet wi’ dew” 


_|and the old thatched clay biggin with 


a “but and a ben” in which he was 
born is~ visited by more strangers 
early than either Shakespeare’s or 
ir alter Scott’s “calf grounds.” 
How this is so is a mystery to many 
literary and learned people. ~ 

Many sensible intelligent critics 
cannot understand hew Scott, the 
wizard of the north, who by the 


glamour of his genius has made Loch |.. 


Katrine and Loch Lomond, and al- 
most évery hill and valley in Scotland; 
famous, whose poetry is smooth and 
beautiful and whose novels stand as 
standards by which to measure the 
hundreds of novels written today, 
fails to hold his countrymen as does 
Burns. The very names of Scott’s 
novels please the musical ear. “The 
Heart of Midlothian,” “The Anti- 
quary,” “Woodstock,” “The Bride of 
Lammermoor;”’ “Old Mortality,” 
“Ivanhoe,” “Quentin Durward,” “Rob 
Roy,” and more than a dozen more 
of Scott’s- romances have cheered the 
weary hours of thousands of invalids. 

Those who have read about the 
martyrs, heroes, and bards of the 
Scottish covenant will eppreciaty one 
teason why Scott though prized as 
the prince of novel writers by the 
Scottish people, yet is not by them 
thought to touch the heart in the 
same kindly feeling way as the author 
of the “Twa Dogs,” “Tam o’ Shan- 
ter,” “The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
“A Man’s a Man for a’ at,” and 
hundreds of sweet little poems and 
songs. Scott was a Tory, a lawyer, 
and an Episcopalian, while Burns was 
a Democrat, a farmer, and a Presby- 
terian, and had the wonderful genius 
of making every subject he touched 
interesting, whether it was a few lines 
about a mouse whose nest he turned 
over while ploughing or the louse 
on the girl’s bonnet, or the old farm- 
er’s address/to his old mare on New 
Year’s morning. Everything he 
touched bore the stamp of his genius. 
I do not know whether Burns is read 
so much today as he was sixty years 
ago; the immense number of maga- 
zines and newspapers published chief- 
ly to amuse readers for a few hours, 
have taken the place of books read 
and pondered over. On, thinking 
over the kind of books my grand- 
mother read, it just occurs to me 
now how many of them had a big 
B on them. There was the Bible, 
Baxter’s Saints’ Rest, Bunyan’s Pil- 
grim’s Progress, Boston’s Four-Fold 
State, and Burns. 

It is sometimes sai, and it is 
pretty true, that only those who know 
the Scottish dialect can fully appre- 
ciate the Scottish bard at his best. 
It is also true that Burns wrote 
enough in pure Saxon to show that 
he could use the English language to 
express his tloughts and still be a 
poet. I may note here two examples 
that come to my memory as to the 
beautiful thoughts expressed in fault- 
less English by our poet: Just in the 
middle of the rich flow of quaint old 
Scotch in “Tam o” Shanter” there are

eight lines of pure English which I 
now quote: ; 


“But pleasures are like ies 

You seize the flower—its is shed, 
Or like the snowfalls in the river— 

A moment white, then lost forever; 


Or like the tace 
That flit ere you can t their place, 


Or like the rainbow’s lovely form 
Evanishing amid the storm.” 

I heard a learned Frenchman say 
that if Burns had never written any- 
thing else than these eight lines, they 
would have stamped him as a poet. 
The other example of his pure Saxon 
English is the grand lines entitled 
“Written in Friars-Carse Hermitage 
on Nithside.” I close these ram 
ling notes on Scotia’s darling bard 
with the closing lines of “Nithside.” 
“As life itself becomes disease, 

Seek the ghimney-nook of ease. 


Thus and creep 
To the bed of Tati sleep ; 
Sléep—w: ‘thou shalt ne’er awake, 


Just a word to those unthinking 
folks who speak about Bobby Burns. 
The truth is that .those who call 
Robert Burns “Bobby”, have never 
read their Burns. Call him Robin, 
Rab, Robbie, or as he signs some of 
his pieces, Rab the Ranter, but never 
Bobbie. * 

It would take a dozen letters to do 
anything like guseice to the memory 
of this great Scotchman.
